Sowing  of  1938-39  Argentine  wheat  crop  com- 
pleted during  August,  and  crop  conditions  better 
than  in  July.

Soil  in  poor  working  condition  for 
seeding  flaxseed  and  corn.  (International  Institute 
of  Agriculture,  Rome.) 

Sydney  (Australia)  wool  sales  closed  Sep- 
tember 8  with  improved  demand  from  Continent  and 
good  support  from  Yorkshire,  also  moderate  buying 
on  Japanese  account.  Compared  with  opening  this 
series,  August  29,  the  market  was  unchanged.  (As- 
sistant Agricultural  Attache  P.  G.  Minneman,  London.) 
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Weather  conditions  in  the  Canadian  Prairie  Provices  continued 
ideal  for  harvesting  activities  during  the  week  ended  September  6,  accord- 
ing to  a  telegraphic  report  from  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  at 
Ottawa.     Threshing  is  nearly  finished  in  Manitoba,  hut  plowing  for  fall 
seeding  has  been  difficult  in  southern  sections  because  the  soil  has  been  too 
dry.     It  is  now  apparent  that  shipments  of  feedstuff 8  into  some  parts  of 
Saskatchewan  will  be  necessary  as  a  result  of  drought  conditions.  Good 
yields  are  reported  in  central  Alberta,  but  quality  is  below  expectations. 
The  dry  summer  in  the  Peace  River  district  resulted  in  an  early  harvest 
but  disappointing  yields. 

Peanut  exports  frQm  China | reduced  sharply 

Exports  of  peanuts  from  Tsingtao,  the  principal  port  in  China  from 
which  peanuts  are  shipped,  were  heavily  reduced  in  the  6  months  (November- 
April)'  of  the  1937-38  marketing  year,  as  compared  with  the  corresponding 
period  during  the  preceding  season,  according  to  a  report  of  American 
Vice  Consul  Carl  0.  Hawthorne.     The  1937  peanut  crop  in  China  was  estimated 
to  be  above  the  1936  harvest;  and  for  Shantung  Province,  the  principal 
surplus  area,  the  crop  was  forecast  at  25  percent  larger  than  that  of  the 
previous  year.     The  sharp  decline  in  exports  this  season  is  largely  the 
result  of  the  Sino- Japanese  hostilities.     The  railway  transportation 
facilities  from  Tsingtao  to  the  interior  have  been  disrupted  most  of  the 
time  since  last  November.     The  port,  which  was  blockaded  for  several  months, 
has  now  been  opened  but  is  inconvenient  for  shipping  because  the  wharves 
are  used  only  for  military  purposes..

Peanut-oil  shipments  from  Tsingtao  during  1936-37,  November-April, 
were  largely  to  the  United  States,   small  quantities  going  to  South  China 
and  to  Germany.     This  season  no  exports  from  Tsingtao  have  been  made  to 
the  United  States.     Exports  of  peanut-cake  meal  during  November-April 
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1937-38,  were  preincipally  to  the  United  States,  although  the  quantity 
was  much  less  than  last  sea-son.     Shipments  of  shelled  and  unshelled  peanuts 
from  Tsingtao  aru-  largely  to  South  China  and  to  European  countries.  This 
season,  however,  only  a  very  small  quantity  has  "been  exported  to  Europe. 

Peanut  prices  in  China  this-  year  are  much  below  those  of  last  sea- 
son.   On  April ,30,  unshelled  peanuts  of  the  Fair  Average  Quality  grade  at 
Tsingtao  were  quoted  at  5.80  yuan  per  133.3  pounds.     ($1.20  per  100  pounds), 
as;  compared  with  8.83  yuan  ($1.98)  a  year  ago.

Preliminary  forecasts  for  the  1938  production  of  edible  olive  oil 
in  the  Mediterranean  Basin 'indicate  that  the  output  is  low  in  all  important 
producing  countries,  with  the  exception  of  France  and  Palestine,  according 
to  a  report  from  Acting.

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If  these  forecasts  prove  correct,"  this  will  be  the  smallest  crop 
of  olives  for  pickling  since  1930.    After  the  very  heavy  harvest  of  last 
year,  low  yields  were  to  be  expected  this  season;  but  heavy  frosts,  un- 
seasonal  rains,  drought,  and  early  heat  during  the  spring  have  further 
reduced  the  crop..    The  quality  is  reported  as  poor.,  end  the  greater  por- 
tion of  the  olives  are  fly-bitten. 

The  short  1938  crop  will  not  result  in  smaller  supplies  during 
1939,  however,  since  last  year's  harvest  was  the  heaviest  since  1929,  with 
a  revised  estimated  production  of  31,900  tons  of  Queens  and  19,300  tons 
of  Manzanillas.    Even  though  there  has  been  an  increase  in  exports,  there 
still  remained  on  hand,  at  the  beginning  of  August  1938,  some  16,700  tons 
of  Queens  and  11,400  tons  of  Manzanillas  suitable  for  export  to  the 
United  States. 

In  line  with  last  year's  large  crop,  prices  were  fixed  at  low 
levels  last  November  and  remained  ui. changed  until  July  1,938,    With  fore- 
casts of  a  small  production,  however,  the  price  fixing  agency  established 
by  the  authorities  governing  the  Seville  District  decreed  a  progressive 
rise  in  olive  prices  starting  July  1,  1938.

The  trends  that  characterized  our  foreign  trade  in  farm  products 
during  the  past  year  l/  were  continued . during  July,,.,  Under  the  influence 
of  abundant  supplies',  agricultural  exports  continued  to  "be  considerably 
larger  than  during  July 'of  the  preceding  year".    .Imports,  under  the  combined 
'effect  of 'increased  supplies  and. .a  lower  level  6i  industrial  production 
in  the  United  States,  were 'much  smaller  -than  in  July  1937. 

The  effect  of  the  large  feed  supplies  of  1937  is  beginning  to  be 
felt  in  the  trade-in  meat  products.    As  is  shown  in  the  table  on  page  172, 
exports  of  bacon,  hams  and  shoulders,  and  lard  were  all  considerably 
larger  than  last  year,  not  only  for  the  month  of  July  but  also  for  the 
7-month  period.,  January  through  July.  '  On  the  import  side,  as  is  shown 
in  the  table  on  page  176,  an  opposite  m.ovement  is  taking  place.     One  of 
the  most  striking  decreases  in  imports  is  that  of  hogs  imported  for  pur- 
poses other  than  breeding.     Those  "imports  amounted  to  13,505,000  pounds 
during  the  first  7  months  of  1937,     During  ths  corr  ;.  pending  period  this 
year,  they  totaled  37,000  pounds. 

The  index    f  the  qu-«hity  of  United  States  farm  exports  for  July 
reflected  these  c.  mges  in  all  groups  except  tobacco.     The  tot  a  index 
rose  from  37  durir  .  July  1937  to  86  for-  July  1938.     The  most  stri*  tng  in- 
creases occurred  in  grains  and  fruits.
